WITH THE EDITOR 


The writing on the U.S. wall 


The wholesale indictment of the 
U.S. electrical manufacturing in- 
dustry in the recent anti-trust 
actions is a disaster which cannot 
be disregarded in this country. The 
giants of the U.S. industry are, 
through their subsidiaries, also the 
giants of our own industry. For the 
Canadian industry to shrug its 
shoulders, point to its depressed 
prices and say ‘it can’t happen 
here’, is not enough. 

Since the U.S. judgements were 
handed down, the question as to 
whether similar action might be de- 
sirable in Canada has been raised 
twice in the House of Commons. 
Such questions hardly augur well 
for an industry which believes it- 
self to be entitled to public and 
government support in lessening 
the pressure of competition. 

There is nothing to be gained in 
such a situation from pointing to 
the sins of government in price fix- 
ing. We all know that many of to- 
day's prices are the result of some 
form of collusion, but as regards 
any form of price fixing in our own 
industry the provisions of the Com- 
bines Act are quite clear and there 
seems to be every intention on the 
part of Ottawa to enforce them 
where it is thought necessary. 

In this situation it is worth re- 
membering that the present U.S. 
situation is a direct result of steady 
deterioration of the relationship be- 


tween utility and supplier over the 
past years. Over the time that this 
deterioration took place—and this 
is an important point overlooked 
by the ‘it can’t happen here’ brig- 
ade—real prices of electrical appar- 
atus and equipment continued to 
fall. The collusion on prices that 
took place was, in fact, a substitute 
for the confidence of purchaser in 
vendor. If a similar decline in con- 
fidence were to take place here 
there is no reason to believe that 
the result would be much different. 

Thus it seems unfortunate that, 
at this critical time, more energy 
seems to be expended in some 
quarters of the industry in criticiz- 
ing utility purchasing practices 
than in building up confidence by 
whole-hearted co-operation. The 
recognition that both utility and 
manufacturer are merely two facets 
of the same industry is essential. 
Far more will be gained by posi- 
tive schemes of co-operation in 
both engineering and sales. The co- 
operation in the nuclear energy 
field on the one hand and the pres- 
ent Operation Home Improvement 
on the other are both good ex- 
amples of what can be done by a 
concerted effort of manufacturer 
and utility. This is the bond which 
must be strengthened to avoid the 
pitfalls into which the industry in 
the United States has fallen.

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NEWS OF THE INDUSTRY 


"Competition vicious and unbridled” — CEMA President 


A single penny will operate a 
refrigerator for 17 hours or, with 
equal ease, burn down a home! 


Speaking to delegates from across 
Canada in Halifax, where Electrical 
Day was celebrated this year, J. W. 
Kerr, president of the Canadian Elec- 
trical Manufacturers Association, and 
of Triangle Conduit & Cable (Canada) 
Ltd., said that while a penny was 
a plentiful provider of electricity it 
could also be a major hazard if used 
in a fuse box. 


Mr. Kerr also told the delegates 
to the fifth national celebration of 
Electrical Week that “Regardless of 
the strict safety standards imposed 
upon Canadian manufacturers of elec- 
trical equipment it still appeared 
possible for unapproved items to be 
imported which could cause difficulty 
and give the industry a bad name.” 


Mr. Kerr said that he realized the 
implications of provincial and federal 
regulations with respect to the prob- 
lem, but since these imported and 
unapproved goods “could be danger- 
ious and reflect badly on the image of 
the Canadian industry”, he believed 
that the Canadian industry should 
continue to press for some action to 
‘keep them out of the country unless 
they met the standards required for 
Canadian made and approved prod- 
ucts. 


Commenting on the inroads made 
by gas into the Canadian home in 
recent years, Mr. Kerr pointed out 
that electricity had for long years 
been “an ancient, reliable, silent serv- 
ant, who minded his business and did 
his work well—only to find that the 
master of the house had become in- 
terested in a vigorous newcomer.” 
Said Mr. Kerr, “It seems that without 
competition we became apathetic 
electrically”. 

Another cause of a poor image is 
that electricity is so efficient and 
trouble-free under. normal circum- 
stances that it is not even thought of. 
But when a fuse blows or an appli- 


~- ance breaks down, an image, unfor- 


tunately a poor one, is created. “As 
it was said at the death of Julius 
Caesar, the evil that men do lives 
after them, the good is oft interred 
ose their bones”.

Provinces’ Economic Council. Procla- 
mations were read by the premiers 
or their representatives from the prov- 
inces of Prince Edward Island, New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia. 


Mr. Kerr was the main speaker at 
the luncheon and paid tribute to the 
progress made by the Atlantic proy- 
inces’ electrical services in recent 
years. Held up for particular praise 
was the establishment of the inter- 
provincial grid system for the joint 
generation and transmission of power 
in the Atlantic Provinces. Mr. Kerr 
extended his congratulations to R. E. 
Tweeddale, named Electrical Man of 
the Year (by this magazine) for his 
part in the grid project. 

Speaking at a later meeting in To- 
ronto where he addressed the Toronto 
Electrical Club, Mr. Kerr recalled his 
speech made in Halifax and indicated 
that he had been pleasantly surprised 
at the enthusiasm, interest and pub- 
licity accorded Electrical Week in the 
maritime provinces. He emphasized 
that the people of the maritimes were 
well aware of Electrical Week’s value 
to the nation. 

In Toronto, Mr. Kerr took issue 
with yet another image maker which 
he felt to be doing harm to the in- 
dustry. 

Referring to the many news stories 
about recent price fixing cases and 
accusations, he said that we should 
not overlook the fact that Canadians 
are prepared to pay similar prices 
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for their day to day purchases, such 
as bread, milk, beer and newspapers. 
He also pointed out that transporta- 
tion costs by competing railroads or 
airlines were similar, that doctors’ 
bills were similar for like services and 
that bank interest rates were similar. 
“And yet”, lamented the CEMA presi- 
dent, ‘ ‘these same people run full cry 
for the heads of any electrical manu- 
facturers who might submit similar 
quotations to their local utilities or 
hydro authorities. However, there is 
no doubt in my mind that the general 
pricing levels to which the electrical 
manufacturing industry have  de- 
scended would indicate better than 
any words of protest, that if our 
prices are arrived at by collusion, it 
is an utterly ridiculous form of collu- 
sion which forces cable manufacturers 
to sell their products at prices that 
seldom produce profits and occasion- 
ally fall below material and labour 
costs. 

“Apparently the public either ig- 
nores or is unaware that in the face 
of today’s vicious and unbridled com- 
petition Canadian electrical manu- 
facturers must on many occasions 
quote below their costs to match the 
printed sheets of the so-called most 
efficient producers”. 

In conclusion, Mr. Kerr said that 
the industry was remiss in its dis- 
semination of industry information to 
the news media of the nation. He 
asserted that if the industry wanted 
its image to remain clear it would 
have to state its position, problems 
and views in a manner which reflected 
its stature and conveyed its true 
thoughts.

The demonstration of the heating 
system, whose rays heat only what 
they hit, proved quite a sensation in 
historic old Quebec, showing well the 
many versatile possibilities for the use 
of electrical energy. 


Electrical Industry tightens belt 


The serious trouble which now af- 
flicts the electrical manufacturing in- 
dustry is in large measure the reflec- 
tion of a lower level of activity in 
many sectors of the economy served 
by this industry, said CGE president 
J. H. Smith in an Electric Week ad- 
dress to the Niagara District Electric 
Club. 

“Since electrical products go into 
so many of Canada’s establishments,” 
said Mr. Smith, “into homes, com- 
mercial buildings, factories, central 
utility stations and other installations, 
our industry is woven into the very 
fabric of every section of the Cana- 
dian economy.” 

“A new factor has entered the busi- 


ness scene, and it is this factor which 
is exaggerating the depth of the cur- 
rent drop in the normal cyclical 
growth of the Canadian economy. 
This is the combination of a wage 
and salary structure in Canada that 
has outpaced our productivity im- 
provement, coupled with an aggres- 
sive attack on our domestic markets 
by foreign producers of a wide range 
of products of the type normally 
made in this country”. 
Responsibility for these economic 
ills was laid by Mr. Smith at the feet 
of both management and _ union 
leaders, and he added that the gov- 
ernment too must recognize the role 
its policies have played in contribut- 


won acclaim in a recent competition. 
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total buying power; it won 2nd prize 


accounts for one-third of Canada’ Ss 


ing to a high-cost non-competitive 
economy. 

Acute awareness of the problems 
and their solution on the part of the 
electrical industry was scored by the 
CGE president who said, “Electrical 
manufacturers are tightening their 
organizational structures, redesigning 
older product lines to offer better 
values, introducing new products to 
offer new values and investing in 
new machinery and facilities for the 
intense competitive struggle ahead. 

“We are giving special attention 
to searching for opportunities to make 
in Canada products and components 
which were previously imported and 
we are encouraging our suppliers to 
do the same. My own company has, 
over a two year period, reduced im- 
ports from the U.S. by almost 30%. 

“The electrical industry is attempt- 
ing to encourage other industries and 
government agencies to support the 
‘Made in Canada’. program. And we 
would not have been so vocal about 
this if we had not first put our own 
house in order”. 

In conclusion, Mr. Smith declared 
“we priced ourselves into this non- 
competitive position and it is up to 
us to reverse the trend. We have 
the knowledge and resources to do it 
—we need only the determination”.

Electric 
heating and air-conditioning will also 
be featured. Special lighting effects 
for atmosphere and balanced illumin- 
ation, as well as ample circuits and 


outlets for additional appliances, will 


be basic requirements. 

The contest will be open until 
July 3 for entries from members of 
the OAA practising in Ontario. 
Awards will be announced late in 
July and the winning designs will be 
on display to the public at the 1961 
Canadian National Exhibition, in the 
Ontario Hydro Building.

New poles from old; reclamation saves for SPC 


A pole reclamation program, ex- 
pected to yield considerable savings 
in pole costs, was recently instituted 
by the Saskatchewan Power Corpora- 
tion, 

Poles which were formerly dis- 
carded or sold for a nominal sum 
are now salvaged during reconstruc- 
tion of old lines and put back into 
service at about half the cost of new 
pole replacements. 

During November, 1960, the first 
month of the program, a total of 
473 poles were reconditioned and put 
back into service.

Reclaimed poles believed suitable 
for reconditioning are sent to the 
Prince Albert plant of Northern 
Wood Preservers where they are ma- 
chine peeled to remove surface rot 
and are checked for heart rot, frac- 
tures or other extreme damage. The 
final operation is full length penta 
pressure treatment to provide preser- 
vation to a depth of at least one half 
inch, 

The idea originated with the Bell 
Pole Company of Minneapolis whose 
methods are now being studied with 
a view to further improving the re- 
clamation program, 


Five firms named for major work on Columbia project 


Five Canadian firms of consulting 
engineers were recently named by 
the British Columbia Power Commis- 
sion to undertake major portions of 
the work being done in connection 
with the Columbia River Power De- 
velopment. 

Already at work on the project, 
the firms are the Shawinigan Engi- 
neering, Crippen Wright Engineer- 
ing, the Canadian Bureau of Allied 


Engineering, Montreal Engineering, 
and H. G. Acres and Company. 
The combined record of these five 
consultants includes association with 
practically every major hydro-electric 


development in the history of Can-— 
ada, including Beauharnois, Ship- 


shaw, Kemano, Bersimis, Niagara, 
Beechwood, Chute des Passes, the St, 
Lawrence Power Project and_ the 
South Saskatchewan dam. 


Referring to the selection of the 
five firms, Dr. H. L. Keenleyside, 
Chairman of the B.C. Power Commis- 
sion, said “It is a matter of pride that 
so many distinctively British Colum- 
bian and Canadian firms should have 
the very special qualifications re- 
quired for this important work”. 

Consultants for the overall river 
program, which will precede the final 
decision as to precise location and 
type of dam at or near Mica Creek, 
will be Caseco Consultants Limited. 
The Caseco consortium was recently 
established in B.C. by Crippen 
Wright Engineering, Shawinigan En- 
gineering, and H. G. Acres. 

Work on the Arrow Lakes project 
has been assigned to the Canadian 
Bureau of Allied Engineering, while 
work at Duncan Lake will be under- 
taken by Montreal Engineering, with 
support in the early stages of the 
project the responsibility of Crippen 
Wright Engineering. 


Government launches survey 
of manpower management 


A thorough federal government 
survey of manpower management is 
soon to be undertaken by J. J. Car- 
son, 'a vice-president of B.C. Electric. 

Mr. Carson is one of 18. project 
managers appointed by the Glasco 
Royal Commission on Government 
Organization. 

His assignment calls for investiga- 
tion and assessment of the effective- 
ness of manpower management in the 
public service with special attention 
to any limitations on the responsi- 
bilities and authority of departmental 
and agency senior management. 


ine fault-finder at 
English show 


A radar-operated transmission line 
fault locator made by Ferranti Ltd.,. 
is on show this month at the Electrical . 
Engineers Exhibition in London, Eng- 


land. 


The locator, prototypes of which 
were tried by the North of Scotland 
Hydro-Electric Board and the South 
df Scotland Electricity Board, both 
of whom assisted in development, is 
designed to detect the position of 
arcing faults, ice build-up, and con- 
ductor oscillation on 132- and 275-kv 
transmission lines, although it can 
also be used for higher or lower volt- 
ages. 

Two arcing faults which took place 
at one test location were identified to 


within a span, while at another test 


The locator is described as an in- 
strument likely to revolutionize the 
practice of fault-finding on live high- 
voltage transmission lines. It operates 
on the radar principle of pulse re- 
flection, the reflection here being 
caused by any fault which may be 
due to a flashover or ice build-up 
on the line. The reflected pulses are 
received by the locator and displayed 
on a cathode-ray tube for visual ob- 
servation or automatic photographic 
recording. The distance to the fault 
is found by measuring the time in- 
terval between the sending of the 
pulse and reception of its reflection. 


Because it uses normal station bat- 
tery d-c supply, the locator is inde- 
pendent of supply voltage fluctua- 
tions and has been well designed for 
easy and simple operation in manned 
or un-manned substations. 

The a-c model locator follows the 
d-c type whose development was 
initiated by the North of Scotland 
Hydro-Electric Board because of the 
board’s interest in electronic methods 
of fault location. The large proportion 
of the board’s 132-kv lines which lie 
over difficult and mountainous coun- 
try limits the value of patrolling lines- 
men. 


West's biggest’, Niagara 
project spins its turbines 


The Niagara power project, which 
produced its first power in February, 
ranks first in installed electrical gen- 
erating capacity of all the hydro- 
electric plants of the western world. 

When all 25 turbine-generators are 
in operation by early 1963, they will 
be capable of producing 2190 Mw, 
216 more than the Grand Coulee dam 
on the Columbia river and 310 Mw 
more than the St. Lawrence power 
project, formerly the largest hydro 
plants. 

Thirteen of the turbine generators, 
built by Westinghouse, were already 
in operation in February and, with a 
rating of 150 Mw each, the water- 
wheel generators are the largest and 
most powerful ever made by the 
American manufacturer. Each gener- 

~ ator weighs 1,094 tons and is 40 feet 


Be in diameter. The rotor, weighing 50 
fa tons, is driven at 120 rpm by a shaft 
-__-weighing 56 tons and measuring more 


than 4 feet in diameter.

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Johns-Manville achieves 97% "Made in Canada” 


More than 97% of Johns-Manville 
products sold in Canada are now 
manufactured here, it has been an- 
nounced by Canadian Johns-Manville 
Company Ltd. This figure, it is said, 
was achieved with the recent ex- 
pansion of the Port Union, Ontario, 
plant to allow the manufacture of 


Thermobestos insulation. 

Speaking at a recent plant tour, 
L. M. Adamson a company vice-presi- 
dent and general sales manager, in- 
dustrial products and pipe sales, said 
that it was the intention of Canadian 
Johns-Manville to maintain and even 
improve this Canadian content figure. 


Two parallel underground rein- 
forced concrete conduits, each 4% 
miles long, 46 feet wide and 66 feet 
high, carry water from the intakes to 
an open power canal near the reser- 
voir powerhouse. The canal is 4,000 
feet long, 500 feet wide and 110 feet 
deep, and connects the two power 
plants. 

The storage reservoir covers 1,880 
acres and holds 60,000 acre feet of 
water. 

Because the demand for power is 
greater by day than by night, the 
design for the Niagara project had to 
include provision for storing water in 
order to carry out a mandate that all 
water available for power production 
be utilized, while at the same time 
satisfying a treaty which made more 
water available at night than day for 
7 months of the year. (The treaty 
requires that a minimum of 100,000 
cubic feet of water per second must

go over the falls during daylight hours 
in the tourist season.) 


Engineers satisfied these demands 
with the dual-purpose _ reservoir 
powerhouse. At night this plant uses 
power from the main plant to pump 
water not then needed for power 
production into the reservoir. By day 
it discharges water from the reservoir 
to supplement power production of 
the main plant. 

Power will be generated at 13.8 kv 
and stepped up by transformers in 
the main plant to 115 kv and 230 kv. 
The plant is 1,840 feet long, 389 feet 
high and 580 feet wide from the face 
of the intake to the final outlet in the 
river. 

Total cost of the 2,190-Mw station, 
all met by private investors, will ex- 
ceed $720 million. With a dependable 
power rating of 1,800 Mw, it will 
have an annual energy output of 13 
billion kilowatt-hours.

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Squaw Rapids power project passes half-way mark 


Almost 1.7 million cubic yards of 
earth has been excavated as the 
Squaw Rapids hydro-electric develop- 
ment nears 60% completion. 

Reports from the Saskatchewan 
Power Corporation also indicate that 
power canal is 28.7% complete, some 
2 million of the required 7.2 million 
cubic yards of earth already having 
been .excavated. Work on the power 
canal is being carried out with a 12 
cubic yard dragline which is ex- 
pected to continue in service on the 


- three mile long canal for another two 


- 


years. 

_ When completed, the canal will be 
200 feet wide at the bottom, 400 feet 
wide at the top and will have a 
normal water depth of 37 feet. It will 
carry water from the reservoir to the 
six 46,000 h.p. turbines at the power- 
plant, 

About 30,000 cubic yards of con- 
crete has been placed in the spillway 
and buttress dam base at the site of 
the main dam. The spillway, which 


will be 250 feet wide, is designed to 
carry an overflow of 200,000 cubic 
feet of water per second. 


The six 24-foot diameter penstocks, 
which have an intake structure mea- 
suring 360 feet long and an overall 
height of 80 feet, will deliver 26,000 
cubic feet per second of water to the 
six turbines. With all turbines con- 
nected to 33,500-kw generators, the 
total capacity will be 201,000-kw. 


The addition of approximately 20% 
flyash as a concrete additive at the 
project is expected to ensure a more 
dense and waterproof construction 
which will resist the freeze-thaw 
weather action and slow initial time 
of setting. 

This year’s work program includes 
completion of the spillway and diver- 
sion of the river through it in the fall. 
Work will proceed on the power 
canal, intake structure, penstocks and 
power plant and the first generating 
unit is expected to see service in early 
1963. All units are scheduled to be 
in service by the summer of 1964. 


Expansion to cost Canadian Utilities $7.5 million 


Canadian Utilities Ltd. recently 
entered into an expansion program 
which will involve an outlay of $7.5 
million. 

_ Major item in the program is a 
$4.4 million extension planned for 
the Company’s Battle River plant 
south of Forestburg. A contract for 


the addition of a second 32-Mw 


generating unit has been awarded to 
Brown-Boveri (Canada) Ltd. The ad- 
dition will double the present ca- 
pacity of the plant. 

An additional $2.8 million is ear- 


marked for extensions to the 17,500- 
kw plant at Vermilion where plans 
call for the replacement of an 8,500- 
kw gas turbine with a larger 30,000- 
kw Westinghouse unit. The addition 
of this new unit, scheduled for com- 
pletion by November, will boost 
plant capacity to 39,000 kw. 

$3 million more is slated for re- 
installation of the 8,500-kw unit from 
Vermilion at the Sturgeon plant in 
northwestern Alberta. This addition 
will boost the Sturgeon capacity to 
18,500 kw.

of high displacement cost. 

Although the Commission has 
several sites it considers suitable for 
relocation it is at present reluctant 
to discuss them with irate opponents 
whose objections include the cry that 
the High Arrow will wreck the tour- 
ist industry, cause suffering to wild 
life, put parks and beaches under 
water, make logging operations dif- 
ficult and create mosquito-breeding 
mudflats. A “Low Arrow” would be 
just as effective, say some spokes- 
men for the opposing groups.

Export Canadian electric carriages to England 


The city of Toronto represents the 
centre of automobile progress in 
Canada. The first motor carriage to 
be built in this country was seen on 
the streets of Toronto in the fall of 
1896. The motive power was elec- 
tricity, the storage battery employed 
being the invention of Mr. W. J. Still, 
a local electrician. This carriage was 
owned by Mr. F. B. Featherston- 
haugh, patent solicitor, and, some- 
what modernized, is stil] in use. 

The battery consisted of twelve 
cells weighing 23% pounds each, giv- 
ing a maximum of about 4 h.p. The 
cells were of the lead-lead pasted 
type, their average voltage being 
about 1.9 for the entire discharge. 
The motor was of the disc armature 
type, six polar, the field being series 
wound. When the battery was fully 
charged it was estimated that it was 
capable of propelling the carriage 
about sixty miles without recharging. 
The total weight of the vehicle was 
750 pounds, of which 350 pounds 
represented the electrical equipment. 
The advent of this carriage was fol- 
lowed by the introduction of Ameri- 
can carriages of various kinds. 

The battery invented by Mr. Still 
was recognized as one of considerable 
merit, and a company was formed, 
known as the Still Motor Company, 
to manufacture electrical vehicles of 
all kinds. In 1899 a factory was estab- 
lished at 710-724 Yonge street. The 
business was shortly afterwards pur- 
chased outright by British capitalists, 
who now conduct it under the name 
of Canadian Motors, Limited. 

The factory of the Canadian Motors, 
Limited, embodies every facility for 
the manufacture of electric carriages. 
Although the present premises are 
commodious, the business of the com- 
pany is expanding to such an extent 
that it is proposed either to build an 
addition to their present building or 
secure larger premises elsewhere. The 
company have shipped a large num- 
ber of carriages to Great Britain, 
where they seem to be meeting with 
general favor. 

During the past six months this 
company have shipped over $20,000 
worth of electric carriages to London, 
England, many of the leading persons 
there using them in preference to 
others. Besides the great demand for 
Canadian manufactured carriages in 
Europe, the Electric Cab Company, 
Limited, Toronto, recently organized, 
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have decided to use electric vehicles 
exclusively, and have placed a large 
order with Canadian Motors, Limited, 
for electric tally-ho coaches, victorias, 
broughams, landaus, oxfords, and 
light business runabouts, all of which 
are expected to be running on the 
streets of Toronto by the first of May. 

The storage battery as now manu- 
factured by and used in the carriages 
of the Canadian Motors, Limited, is 
claimed to offer many advantages 
over other makes in the market. 
It is, as previously — said, the 
Still battery improved. Its simplicity 
and lightness of construction are said 
to make it an ideal battery for auto- 
mobile purposes. One of these ad- 
vantages is in the arrangement of the 
plates, which practically overcomes 
the washing action due to movement 
of the electrolyte in the cells during 
the operation of the vehicle. Another 
is the unlimited capacity for expan- 
sion and contraction which is claimed 
to overcome “buckling,” while still 
another is the ability to charge and 
discharge rapidly without any deterio- 
ration of the plates. The battery for 
an ordinary carriage weighs about 
500 pounds. 

The peculiar feature of the motor 
is that the fields and armature both 
revolve in opposite directions, there- 
by reducing the speed one-half with- 
out gears, and also avoiding the use 
of differential gears. At the same 
time the lines of magnetic force are 
cut four times in one _ revolution, 
whereas in a stationary field the same 
number of lines are cut twice, the 
former method giving less work per 
revolution. The field magnet consists 
of soft steel rings to which the pole 
pieces are attached by means of bolts. 

On the end of the pole pieces are 
bolted phosphor bronze bells in which 
the armature ball bearings are placed. 
On these same bell ends are mounted 
insulated collector rings to which the 
wires from brushes and fields are at- 
tached. Collector dogs run on the 
rings, which are mounted on the case 
and are stationary. The whole motor 
is closed in a dustproof case mounted 
on springs in a frame, which is fixed 
to the reach of the vehicle. The trans- 
mission gear is chain and sprocket; 
one chain is coupled direct to sprocket 
on carriage wheel, the other is in- 
directly coupled, using an idler to get 
the same direction drive as the other 
wheel. There are three brakes, namely, 


foot, reverse and controller brakes. 
The speed may be increased or de- 
creased, forward or backward, in- 
stantly by the simple movement of 
the lever. 

The speed of the electric vehicle as 
manufactured by the Canadian 
Motors, Limited, varies according to 
requirements from three to seventeen 
miles an hour, although it is claimed 
that special vehicles can be built cap- 
able of running thirty miles an hour. 


The Chambly power plant 


Extensive improvements are being 
made to the power plant of the Cham- 
bly Manufacturing Company at 
Chambly, on the Richelieu river, near 
Montreal. Immediately following the 
recent accident, Mr. J. G. Macklin, 
chief engineer, commenced operations 
to restore the working head and to 
provide for the reconstruction of the 
wrecked part of the waste gate sec- 
tion. 

It is the intention, as previously 
stated, to rewind the present S.K.C. 
generators, which are at present 
wound for 12,000 volts, so as to make 
them work in parallel with new units 
which are being installed. These new 
units consists of four 2,000 kilowatts 
revolving field type, 2,000 volt alter- 
nating current generators, with the 
necessary water wheels and Lombard 
governors. The power house is being 
changed from a 12,000 volt direct 
transmission at two-phase to a step-up 
installation of 2,000 volts, using two 
phase on the generators and three 
phase on the line. This will also neces- 
sitate enlarging and re-arranging the 


_ sub-station in Montreal to receive the 


increased output. 

The transformers, which will be of 
2,750. kilowatts capacity, 3,600 horse- 
power output, are being built by the 
Westinghouse Electric & Manufactur- 
ing Company. Altogether there will be 
20 transformers aggregating 72,000 
horse-power. Ten are to accept a two- 
phase input at 2,200 volts and 8,000. 
alternations and give out three-phase 
current at 25,000 volts. The remaining 
ten are for lowering the three-phase 
line pressure received at 22,000 volts, 
delivering two-phase current at 2,400 
or 4,800 volts, as required. Each 
transformer will be 9 feet high and 


weigh approximately 11 tons. All will .

Controls aided by modular assembly 


Static systems have operating advantages over conventional controls, plus 
economies that offset their sometimes higher first cost

The first of two articles on static controls ap- 
peared in last month’s ENGE. It contained a description 
of the basic Unilog* AND-OR-NOT logic circuit, and of 
two ancillary static devices. 

In this concluding article, the author describes static 
device construction and packaging, and function sub- 
panel assembly. He outlines types of panel enclosure, 
and also describes a particular installation. 


Most Unilog components are mounted and _ solder- 
connected to a laminated phenolic card bearing an 
etched copper printed circuit. The circuit card has plug- 
in stabs, twist-connected and soldered to the printed 
circuit, for connection to transistor bus supply, and for 
control inputs and outputs. A double-card assembly is 
also available, the choice depending on the particular 
logic unit and number of functions desired. The single 
and double assemblies are shown in the photograph 
below. 

Each assembly is dipped in vinyl lacquer to provide 
an elastic conformal coating around all components, com- 
ponent wiring and both sides of the circuit card. This 
chemically stable coating is exceptionally moisture- 
resistant and has a high di-electric strength. It effective-

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ly seals and insulates and increases the rigidity of all 

components and wiring connections. 

The finished card assembly is next inserted into a 
thermosetting plastic housing. The card stabs protrude 
through slots at one end of the case. The assembly is 
then fixed in place within the enclosure by screw clamp- 
ing. To complete the unit, a plastic strip nameplate, 
colour-coded and engraved with identifying device 
nomenclature, is affixed on top and sealed in place. 

The complete logic unit plugs into a base receptacle. 
This receptacle has built-in connections to provide an 
indirect means of bringing power supply and control 
input signals to, and output signals from, the plug-in 
module contro] elements. 

A complete building-block module of plug-in unit 
and base receptacle, as used for panel assemblies, is 
shown on the following page. All contro] and output 
wiring connections are made to this assembly by means 
of “press-on” wire connectors, to stabs provided in the 
sunken wells of the base receptacle. Each base has a 
colour-coded nameplate to correspond with its respec- 
tive control module. 

This building-block of plug-in control module with 
base receptacle is standardized, and forms the first level 
of standard hardware. The same assembly is used to 
house over 85 static devices, each developed for a 
specific control function. 

For sub-panel mounting, the base receptacles are 
assembled together. They have built-in power-bus stabs, 
so that any number of units may be plugged together 
in rows, and screw-fastened in place on standard 19-inch 
wide chassis. Bus wiring connections are made from 
row to row of the base units. Direct wiring from the 
power supply need therefore be made only to the be- 
ginning of one row. 

A sub-panel assembly, with control modules already 
plugged in place, is shown overleaf. Some wiring is 
also shown so as to illustrate how control and output 
connections are made. The rows of logic units form 
troughs for the control wiring. In the final stage, trough 
covers are fixed in place to protect wiring. 

The method of construction and modular assembly of 
logic units offer the following advantages:— 

1. The units are rugged, and are immune to adverse 
conditions such as vibration or shock, or the pres- 
ence of corrosive gases or moisture. 

2. Because all wiring connections to the plug-in logic 
units are indirect, they can be easily removed with- 
out disturbing wiring; or circuits can be modified 
without the need of first removing units. This simp- 
lifies and assures faster circuit changes in the field, 
or speeds maintenance if ever required.

3. The units are completely front-mounted and front- 
connected for easy inspection and maintenance. 
4. Colour coding assures positive identification of all 
logic control units and respective base receptacles. 
The compact modules are all of uniform size and 
light weight. For equivalent control functions, they 
require much less panel space than do conventional 
devices. 
6. Should a particular logic unit ever fail, it need not 
be discarded, but can be returned to the factory 
for repair and re-test. 
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Function sub-panels 


In addition to the standardized logic devices and 
logic sub-panels described, other function sub-panels 
are also required for Unilog control systems. Some 
typical examples are: d-c logic and 400-cycle a-c power 
supplies; a-c and d-c digital power amplifiers; and ana- 
log amplifiers, such as regulators, modulator-demodula- 
tors, pre-amplifiers and operational amplifiers. These 
sub-panels can be used in a wide variety of control 
applications and are therefore standardized. 

Function sub-panels are built up by combining vari- 
ous standard analog or digital plug-in logic modules 
and base receptacles, when required, with necessary 
power-handling components, on standard 19-inch-wide 
chassis. The panels are complete with identifying name- 
plate and all devices wired to terminal boards, ready 
for mounting in the panel enclosure required. These 
function panels form the second level of standardized 
hardware. 


Panel enclosures 


Unilog sub-panels are mounted and wired as draw- 
out rack assemblies in floor-mounted enclosures. A 
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Sub-panel assembly, with control modules plugged in, 
but without protective trough covers 


typical standardized enclosure is 90” high x 30” deep, 
the width depending on the number of racks required. 
Each rack is “picture frame” constructed so that stand- 
ard 19-inch-wide logic and other function sub-panels 
can be mounted on both sides and interconnected as 
required, For connections to external devices, terminals 
are provided at the bottom front of the enclosure. These 
are accessible by simple removal of cover plates. 

Th draw-out panels as described offer many advan- 
tages. For instance: 


1. All components and wiring connections are com- 
pletely accessible, thus simplifying inspection, main- 
tenance, or circuit changes, if required. 

2. For a given number of components, panel space 
and floor area required are greatly reduced, as 
compared with conventional enclosures. 

3. The design permits simplification and cost reduc- 
tion in manufacture, due to standardization of logic 
modules, sub panels and enclosures. 


4. With all racks and rack sub-panels labelled to 
- correspond with code labelling on schematic draw- 
ings, location of components is easy. 
5. . Through monitor lights and meter test points which 
can be provided with each rack, checking of con- 
- trol operations becomes easy and fast. 
6. Should a fault ever occur, individual components 
or entire sub-panels can be quickly removed and 
replaced with spares, thus reducing downtime costs. 


Faulty components can then be repaired at a more 
convenient time and _ place. 


A static control application 


The following outline briefly describes a Unilog 
control system supplied to the Northern Electric Com-

pany for variable speed control of a tandem-wire insula- 
tion extruder line. 

The major sections involved, as shown in Fig. 1, 
operate together as follows: 

Wire is taken from the give-up reel, through electro- 
lytic cleaning and tinning baths, to the drawing machine 
for diameter reduction as required. Annealing for stress 
removal and reheat for correct wire temperature, prior 
to extrusion, follow. In the extruder, insulation is applied 
on the wire as it is drawn through an extrusion die, by 
sheaves of the capstan section. This is followed by cool- 
ing and insulation high-pot test (not shown in the dia- 
gram), The take-up performs the “reeling-in” function 
for the finished wire. 

Because the system operates at high speeds (up to 
4000 ft/min), the electrical control must provide fast 
response and precise regulation of drive motors and 
rectifiers, for optimum product quality. 

Electrical Equipment—The control system furnished 
for this drive consisted of: a main power and _ static 
control panel line-up (see illustration), a static wire 
footage counter, and operator’s selector panels (shown 
mounted in the purchaser’s console on the following 
page). Also included were static rectifiers to supply d-c 
power for cleaning, tinning and annealing; a pulse gen- 
erator for footage counter initiation, plus drive motors, 
M/G sets and d-c current transformers. 

Line Operation—The operation of the line is con- 
trolled by pushbuttons and selector switches on the 
operator’s panel. A separate/tandem selector switch is 
also included to permit wire threading at start-up with 
extruder control separated from the rest of the line. 

Threading for start-up is done manually by feeding 
wire through the various line sections in turn. For this 
operation, the control provides wire-drawer jog and low- 
speed thread functions for the annealer and capstan, 
respectively. For annealer thread speed, the annealer 
and wire drawer run at the same rate. Similarly, for 
capstan thread, the capstan, annealer and wire drawer 
operate together. cs 

When start-up threading is completed, the separate/ 
tandem selector switch is placed in the tandem position, 


and the extruder becomes the master speed reference 
for the whole line. After the line has been run at con- 


led low speed, so as to provide a check on the opera- 
1 sections, a “line-run” pushbutton is pressed.

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The drive then accelerates at a controlled rate to the 
speed selected by extruder speed and capstan speed 
ratio switches, located on the operator’s desk. 

On the operation of “line stop” pushbuttons, the 
entire drive decelerates at a controlled rate to a preset 
low speed, at which all motor loop contactors open. 
Pressing “emergency stop” buttons causes the logic con- 
trol to open all loop contactors and apply dynamic brak-

ing on all but the extruder motor. The logic control] also 
feeds stop signals to the customer’s take-up as required. 

Rectifier Control—F or each of the cleaning and tin- 
ning rectifiers, current control is provided by a static 
regulator working into saturable reactors on the rectifier 
a-c supply transformer. The regulator digital reference 
is compared with tachometer feedback and current feed- 
back from a d-c output current transformer, so that 
current output is directly proportional to wire speed. 
Current output can be varied in equal steps by changing 
the regulator digital reference from selector switches 

Permissive logic circuitry is also included, which 
on the operator’s panel. 
makes the regulators inactive and prevents closing of 
the rectifier a-c line contactors, until line speed reaches 
a pre-set value. 

The static regulators for the annealer and reheat 
rectifier function in like manner, except that rectifier 
output voltage is controlled directly as the square root 
of line speed. Voltage selection is also made in equal 
steps from switches on the operator’s panel. 

Speed Control—For each of the extruder, capstan 
and wire draw motors, speed control is provided by a 
static regulator with tach feedback, 

The extruder is the master speed reference for the 
line since capstan speed is always a ratio of extruder 
rpm, and the wire drawer and annealer follow the cap- 
stan. In addition to the speed regulator, the extruder 
also has a static “rate” amplifier for controlled accelera- 
tion and deceleration of the whole line. Various regu- 
lated extruder speeds can be selected in equal steps by 
changing the extruder regulator digital input reference 
from selector switches on the operator’s console, 

For different wire diameters, insulation and_thick- 
nesses, the control must permit various wire-speed selec- 
tions to suit the particular rate of extrusion. Therefore, 
the capstan speed is always a selected ratio of extruder 
tpm. To obtain a range of extruder/capstan speed 
ratios, a static digital ratio reference is also included. 
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Input signals for this reference are chosen by selector 
switches on the operator’s desk, At any particular 
switch setting, a selected fraction of extruder tach volt- 
age is used as a reference for the capstan speed regula- 
tor. By this means, wire speed is regulated and can be 
varied in equal steps over a wide range. Each step 
then bears a precise ratio to extruder rpm. 

Preset Wire Footage Counter—The static wire foot- 
age counter, actuated by a pulse tach geared to the 
capstan drive, provides control signals to the purchaser's 
take-up drive at 1000 ft prior to final count and at 
final count. These signals are used by the purchaser's 
take-up to actuate reel-clutch and wire-changeover func- 
tions, as the wire is reeled in at full speed. 

At final count, the counter automatically resets to 
zero and continues as before. The wire length to be 
run on a take-up reel is set by the digital switches on 
the counter panel. Manual count reset push-button and 
count checking lights are also provided. 

Comments—The Unilog control system provides 
high-speed control functions as required. Precise motor 
speed and rectifier output regulation is assured at all 
points in a wide range of selections from the operator's 
console, 

The most important feature of the control drive, 
however, is that digital speed reference inputs are de- 
signed so that extruder speed, capstan speed ratio, and 
power rectifier selector switches can be replaced by a 
card reader. With this addition, completely automatic 
control will be obtained. 


Relative costs 

Interest has been expressed in the cost of Unilog 
static control relative to that of conventional relay sys- 
tems. Here, some difficulties arise because each specific 
application requires detailed study before any definite 
comparisons can be made. Experience so far has shown 
only that the relative cost of Unilog depends on appli- 
cation and degree of complexity. It varies from near 
equality to a factor of about three. As the degree of 
automation increases, the cost approaches that of con- 
ventional systems. 

In addition to first cost, however, the user must 
carefully consider the advantages obtainable with the 
static control system: 

1. Increased reliability and longer operating life means 
fewer downtimes due to component failure. 

2. Higher speed of response for more precise control 
functions means better product quality. 

3. Complete accessibility of quick-connect wiring ter- 
minals, function sub-panels, and plug-in control 
modules, allows faster wiring and device changes 
for reduced changeover and maintenance costs. 

4. The system can provide completely automatic pro- 
gram control now, or as a future addition. This 
provision is more difficult and in many cases im- 
practical with conventional relay systems. 


Conclusion 

A very general outline has been presented to indicate 
what Unilog control is, how and where some of the 
devices are used, and in what form it is supplied. The 
description of wire-extruder control illustrates but one 
of many applicaions to date. Further details are avail- 
able in technical bulletins and application manuals. 

Static control devices and systems are definitely 


-here to stay. Their application will increase as the 


trend continues to more complex automatic control in 
all fields of industry. It can also be expected that future 
improvements in technology and component manufac- 
ture will result in significant cost reductions.

Overhead favoured by Winnipeg City 


Use of uncluttered poles in lanes will avert public demand for 


residential underground, believes Winnipeg Hydro manager 


The building of a specially 
designed trailer for each line 
construction truck has proven 
economical for Winnipeg 
Hydro Electric System accord- 
ing to Mr. ‘J. H. Benditt, 
General Superintendent of 
Distribution. 

Harry Benditt was born 
and educated in Winnipeg. 
After graduation from Univer- 
sity of Manitoba he began 
working for Winnipeg Hydro, 
or as it is known locally, 
“City Hydro”. He is a member 
of the Association of Professional Engineers of Manitoba 
and the Engineering Institute of Canada. 

Winnipeg Hydro serves a district of twenty five 
square miles, the whole of the area inside the city 
boundaries, with a gradually increasing population now 
at 258,000. The total number of electric services is steady 
at 185,000. 

Although the peak load of 208,000 kw is slightly 
lower than that for the previous year, kilowatthour sales 
are up 2.8% to 1,300,000. In the downtown area there 
are 396 steam customers and some 113 million kwh 
were sold to the electric boilers in 1959. 

The average annual domestic consumption in 1959 
was 7869 kwh per customer, an increase of 131 kwh 
over the previous year. The average domestic rate was 
0.757 cents per kwh. 

_ There are 48,000 flat-rate water heaters with a load 
of some 36,000 kw. Off-peak control is by means of a 
720 cycle carrier system with a controller at each serv-

The use of air conditioning is slow in old commercial 
premises and homes. However it is installed in most 
new commercial buildings. 

There is only one electrically heated home and that 
is on an experimental basis. 

The utility owns and operates two hydro-electric 
generating stations — Slave Falls, 96,000 h.p., and 
Pointe du Bois, 105,000 h.p. There is also a 55,000 kw 
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Seventy five per cent of the system’s requirements is 
generated at its own plants and the balance is pur- 
chased from Manitoba Hydro Electric Board. 

Main transmission is at 132 and 66 kv. Subtransmis- 
sion is at 66 and 13 kv, with the trend to the former. 
There is also some 22 kv inherited from the former 
Winnipeg Electric Company system. 

Terminal stations are both inside and outside con- 
struction, a combination of the two being the practice 
on new installations or changes. In newer substations, 
the high voltage equipment including transformers is 
outside and low voltage equipment inside the building. 
There are about twenty a-c substations, also three d-c 
stations to supply the transit system. Outside structures 
are steel and three phase transformers are being used 
in the new stations in place of former single phase units. 


Some of the stations have residential type housings 
with high tension gear and transformers in the open at 
the back of the building. 

Voltage regulation is at the terminal station on a 
load basis. In addition, most radial feeders have regu- 
lators. ; 

Primary voltage is 4.16/2.4 kv wye with grounded 
common neutral, with a small amount of inherited 2.4 
ky delta. There are a few 13 and 4.16 kv customers. 


Supervisory control is used for most stations and will 
be used for all in the future. This controls switching and 
gives operating indications of meters and switch posi- 
tions. Winnipeg Hydro owns the control circuits. 

Secondaries are 120/240 volts single phase, with 
power at 208, 240 and 600 volts three phase. In one 
large building there is high voltage lighting at 332/575 
volts wye. 

There are approximately 200 customers supplied at 
275/550 volts direct current. Another d-c load is the 
600 volt Greater Winnipeg transit system. 

Poles are Western Red Cedar with full length penta 
pressure treatment and lines are designed for heavy 
storm loading. The total number of poles in use in 1959 
was 27,821. About half of the poles are located on the 
streets but they are being replaced gradually in the 
lanes, if it is practical. 

As the city has a program of rounding street corners, 
there is a problem at intersecting lines. This has been 
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met by the use of extremely long alley-arms on poles 
set back from the corners. While not a thing of beauty, 
they are well designed and neatly built. 

There is an increasing number of poles being used 
jointly with telephone circuits. It is hoped that some day 
the system will all be largely joint-use. Work is now 
being done on the preparation of a “pole rental” con- 
tract. 

Primary conductors are on crossarms and secondaries 
are on crossarms or on racks. Where there are two 
power utilities, mainly on Winnipeg boundary, on a 
pole, the secondaries are on crossarms but the services 
are run from racks. Primary arms are painted white and 
secondary ones red; all arms are dated. Newer second- 
aries are mostly aluminum and cabled, With the latter, 
racks or special brackets are used to support the service 
drops. 

Formerly primaries were dead-ended with a single 
guy strain insulator; now one 6 inch suspension insula- 
tor is the standard. 

With secondary racks and copper conductors the 
neutral is in the middle position. The street lighting con- 
ductors are on an arm with signal circuits or else on its 
own bracket below the secondary. 

Primary conductors are largely copper with various 
weather-proof coverings. For new construction ACSR 
with polyethylene insulation is used on laterals. There is 
no overhead primary cable. 

While much of the secondary is copper, there is now 
a lot of polyethylene covered aluminum with bare ACSR 
neutral in use. It is cabled with bare ACSR for neutral 
and messenger. 


There is no switching under load on the feeders but 
there are sectionalizing disconnects. Primary lines are 
worked “hot” with rubber gloves. 

Most new services are ACSR triplex. Outdoor “S” 
base meters are installed at all new homes and where 
homes are rewired. 


Transformers are conventional and, on the 4.16 kv., 
have arrester protection. Most transformers purchased 
now are 37% kva and larger. No three-phase distribu- 
tion transformers are in use. In 1959 the installed kva 
of distribution transformers was 326,000, an increase of 
17,000 over the previous year. 


Transformers up to 167 kva are erected on cross- 
arms below the secondaries. Cluster mounting has not 
been tried. Transformer secondaries are banked in some 
sections with fuses, with a limit of 2 or 3 transformers 
to a banked section. 

A record is kept of all connected loads and curves 
have been developed to estimate the demand on the 
transformer. Field checks are made at 150% of rating 
with split-core ammeters. The transformer failure rate 
from all causes in 1959 was 1.1 per cent on 8560 trans- 
formers. Generally the rate is below one per cent. 


Transformers removed from the line are processed 
through the repair and test shop before re-erection.

ways. The system is multiple with control by relays and 
pilot wire which is alive in the daytime. 

In 1948 two miles of 60 ky, solid type paper insulated 
cable was directly buried to avoid an overhead line be- 
tween stations in a residential district. Three single con- 
ductors were set in a close tre-foil arrangement. 

During 1960, 8000 feet of 60 kv oil filled double 
circuit cable was installed in a duct bank to supply a 
new substation. The cables which are of the low pressure 
type have a capacity of 70 Mw. They consist of single 
850 mcm copper conductors with paper, shielding, lead, 
copper reinforcing over the lead and polyethylene sheath 
over all. There are 3 sets of oil reservoirs. This installa- 
tion is the first part of a complete bisection of the 


overhead 60 ky ring and will pass through the center 
of the city. 

In the downtown area there is a small amount of 
120/240 volt single phase underground with the second- 
aries that can be banked with fuses; it supplies only part 
of the customers en route. Also there is a smal] amount 
of 240 and 600 volts three-phase underground. 

In addition there are 4.16 kv underground feeders 
from substations to pole risers, sometimes as much as a 
mile in length. 

There is no residential underground. 

It has not been found necessary to install line capac- 
itors, but some customers have capacitors on their prem- 
ises, 

The system is constructed and maintained by a force 
of 70, half of them being groundmen. 

Each overhead line truck takes along an open 4 wheel 
trailer to carry material. This has proven a worthwhile 
practice. Also there is available a heavy conductor 
stringing trailer. On its platform is an angle-iron frame 
supporting three reels on axles with a brake for each 
reel and a cat-walk alongside the reels. The various 
trailers were designed by the utility to fit its needs. 
Presently most of them are built by the utility. All 
trucks are radio equipped. 

According to Mr. Benditt, the Winnipeg City hydro 
may adopt a higher primary voltage, such as 13 ky wye, 
in certain locations. Under present conditions the cost 
of higher secondary voltages would not be worthwhile. 
Residential underground, too, seems a long way off, 
although use of underground in the business areas will 
increase, It is hoped that the location of poles in lanes 
and the effort to reduce the number of wires carried on 
them, will lessen public demand for the more costly 
underground systems.

A-c potentiometer 


The new H&B complex a-c poten- 
tiometer, distributed by J. W. Ellis 
Industries, Toronto, employs the po- 
tentiometric method of balancing an 
unknown variable against a known

No such 
standards are required for relative 
measurements, e.g. of networks where 
the transformation ratio is determined 
by balancing voltage against voltage 
or current against current, and effec- 
tive and reactive resistance (imped- 
ance) by balancing voltage against 
currents. 

Potential ranges from 0.1 to 500 
volts are obtained with standards 
from 50 to 500 volts, current ranges 
from 1 mA to 20 Amps with standard 
from 20 mA to 20 Amps. The ac- 
curacy is highest at +0.1% or 3.5 
minutes at 50-60 cps, decreases to

How to Punch Vulcanized Fibre to Reduce Fabrication Costs 
/ by K.H. Alverson, Product Standards Director 


Vulcanized Fibre’s capacity for easy 
punching makes this material highly 
attractive to the designer whose appli- 
cation calls for characteristics such as 
good dielectric strength, light weight, 
rugged strength, irregular contours and 
holes and indentations in the surface of 
a part. 

Punching is done with two kinds of 
precision: Rough punching uses the 
lowest cost solid dies, is rapid and eco- 
nomical, but leaves a fractured raw 
edge and is limited to stock thicknesses 
through 14 in.; smooth shaving uses a 
contour die ground to a sharp edge that 
slopes away at 45°. The edge shaves 
stock when the part is forced into the 
die producing smooth edges in parts up 
to 1 in. thick. Holes can be punched 
easily, but should be generally spaced 
from each other and from any edge by 
at least the thickness of the stock. Non- 
circular holes and counterbores should 
be made circular for machining when 
the stock thickness specified is too thick 
to punch. 

For thickness under 3/64”, vulcanized 
fibre can be punched most economically 
with steel rule dies. Dies for simple 
parts usually cost much less than solid 
dies even for irregular contours. Tool- 
ing for scoring or creasing can also be 
added with little additional cost. 

A Most parts can be punched without 
f additional conditioning if the vulcan- 
ized fibre has its normal moisture con- 
tent of 514 to 7%. For especially diffi- 
cult punchings, or for parts thicker 
than 14”, heating up to 200°F may be 
desirable. 

Additional economies may be ob- 
tained in thicknesses 1/16” and under 
by using coils slit from parent rolls, 
reducing waste of stock, speeding up 
a ‘the punching operation, and reducing 
inspection costs. 

Many extras may be incorporated in 
punching operations on vulcanized 
fibre, These include scoring or creasing 
for subsequent forming along estab- 
lished lines. Also practical are swaging 
or forming into special shapes, such as 
shoulder bushings or angles.
